In July 2010 Waltham Forest Council held the first ‘Love your 
borough’ awards ceremony to recognise and reward the good 
work that is being done within the borough. People, groups, 
charities and businesses who were improving the physical 
environment and the quality of life in Waltham Forest were 
nominated for an award by their friends, neighbours, colleagues 
and councillors. We heard about the winners, but what about 
those who finished as runners up? 

Peter McCarthy came second in the Arts and Culture award 
category. Peter is the founder and organiser of Music in the Village 
which has brought world class performers to Waltham Forest. 

A number of years ago Peter, a professional musician, realised 
that although there were many musicians living in Walthamstow 
there was a shortage of classical concerts, particularly Baroque 
and Chamber music. 

Drawing on his contacts in the music world he single handedly 
organised a series of very successful concerts at St Mary’s Church 
in Walthamstow. 

These events have been such a success and a local institution 
that more than 50 of the concerts have been held and the events 
have even been mentioned on BBC Radio 3.

Pay up time 
for clear ups 

• Residents whose dirty front gardens were cleared by 
the Council to receive invoices for the work done 

• Bills will start at £75 as Council starts recouping 
money for mass clear up of dirty properties 


Dozens of residents will be 
receiving invoices in the 
coming weeks charging 
them for Council clean-ups 
of their dirty front gardens. 

Back in September 
Waltham Forest Council 
launched a major clampdown 
on dirty front gardens giving 
residents 48 hours to clear 
their mess. The Council 
moved in and dealt with those 
that were not cleared and 
warned owners they would be 
billed for the work carried out. 

At the time they were visited 
by Council officers, residents 
were given the chance of 
booking a free bulky waste 
collection to remove the 
waste from their property. 


Waltham Forest Council’s 
Cabinet Member for 
Environment, Cllr Clyde 
Loakes, said: “We warned 
people when we launched 
this campaign that if we had 
to clear their front gardens for 
them, we’d be charging them 
for the work we did - and that 
is exactly what we are doing. 

“Residents told us they 
wanted us to do something 
about the people who were 
ruining our streets and that is 
what we have done.” 

So far 500 gardens have 
been cleared by the Council, 
those that refuse to pay the 
clearance charge will be 
taken to County Court if they 
are tenants or a charge will 


be placed on their property 
if they are owners and the 
money owed (plus interest) 
will have to be paid before 
the property can be sold. 

The new scheme marked 
the relaunch of the Council’s 
Wiping Out Enviro-Crime 
campaign which focuses 
on tackling the enviro- 
crimes that are at the top of 
residents’ priority list - fly¬ 
tipping, rubbish and littering.

Flats recycling boost 


More than 1000 flats in Waltham Forest will be given dual 
bins for their kitchens as part of a multi million pound drive 
to increase recycling rates across London. The London Waste 
and Recycling Board has invested £1.35million into recycling 
schemes across the Capital in a bid to boost recycling rates and 
divert 41,000 tonnes of waste from landfill every year. Waltham 
Forest will get funding to increase recycling in multi-occupancy 
properties by installing bins for both refuse and recycling in the 
kitchens of 1045 flats. Nearly 12,000 other households in flats 
will receive reusable recycling bags.

Kevin said: “I’m using 
all my previous experience 
and knowledge to improve 
our clients’ quality of life. 


They are all really pleased 
with the changes we have 
introduced. We have helped 
some people back into work 
and some into permanent 
accommodation. 

“What we do is all about 
helping homeless people 
get back on their own two 
feet so they can support 
themselves.”

• Poorly people should try their GP in the first instance 
and, if their family doctor is unavailable should contact 
the out of hours doctor service, staffed by doctors who 
can assess cases over the phone and may visit you at 
home or ask you to come to a local health centre.
